Certain adoption 
constitutional amendment 
for the inauguration of the governor

This proposal, one of eight to be 
submitted to the voters of the state 
in Tuesday’s election, has met with 
approval from every section of the 
state, and no organization or indivi- 
dual of. political import has voiced 
opposition to it. The amendment 
would place the gevernor and other 
officials, chosen in September, in of- 
fice January 10 instead of the fol- 
lowing June, as is now the custom. 

The amendment has been approved 
by Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. 
and other state officials. If adopted 
it will permit Governor Russell to 
take his seat in the United States 
senate in January and place Eugene 
Talmadge, the present commissioner 
of agriculture, in the governor's chair 
at the same time. The legislature 
will be convened in a 10-day session 
for organization and committee assign- 
ments and then be adjourned until 
midsummer, unless its membership de- 
cides the business of the state necessi- 
tates advancing of the session.

His life story is the history of 
the Richmond county school system. 
Longer than any other man now 
living, he has served an American 
school system through 50 years in 
which he has aided in revolutionizing 
educational methods. 

Only tavo men in America. so far as 
records of the National Education 
Asso¢iation show, have served longer 
than Dr. Evans. 

The young man of 20 who took 
charge of the schools of that fall 
day in 1882 brought to his work a 
vital spark which has never died; a 


tactful manner of approach which has 
kept the schools out of — in a 
town with keen rivalry between fac- 
tions; a scholarly salesmanship 
which has enabed him to “sell” Rich- 
mond county on its school, climixing 
in a $1,000,000 building program 
wich is beginning in this; his 50th 
ear. 

F He not only sold Richmond county, 
which is now spending each month 
on its schools as much as was spent 
in an entire year in 1882. He sold 
the staté on the vaiue of trained 
teachers. : : 

He was founder and first presi- 
¢ nt of the State Teachers’ College at 
Athens. He fought for textbook re- 
form and for placing the teachers in 
a secur? tenure. of position and to 
pay them as much as possible. 

He has never had a hobby, exeept 
work. He wouldn’t know how to 
swing a golf club and fishing and 
hunting have no appeal for him. He 
does take keen delight in company, 
and writes of numerous. subjects. 
Many of his history books are used 
throughout the nation.

COLUMBIA, 8S. C., Nov. 6.—As 


the second week of testimony in de- 
fense of the Broad River Power Com- 
pany’s valuation before the railroad 
commission here ended Saturday, it 
was generally agreed that the remain- 
ing four companies in the rate-reduc- 
tion picture would avoid, if possible, 
long and expensive hearings like that 
Nyhich has occupied the local utility. 


From North Carolina came the 
news that three of the four companies 
involved in this state have taken 
their rate differences to “reund table” 
conferences. Although some of the 
reductions they have proposed have 
not been entirely acceptable to citi- 
zens’ organizations, the railroad com- 
mission in the North State has, in 
some cases, already reached an agree- 
ment with the companies. 

Politics in Picture. 

It so happens that politics is likely 
to play a considerable part in con- 
siderations by the local commission. 
Terms of five of its members expire 
this year, and the incoming legisla- 
ture will have to consider their re- 
elections. In the new legislature will 
be a formidable group known to be 
anti-power. 


What effect this fact will have on 
the commission’s reaction to confer- 
ence proposals by the companies re- 
mains to be seen. Some members of 
the commission have expressed them- 
selves as favoring these conferences. 
But no one, so far, has ventured to 
predict how conferences may appeal 
to the commission when its revela- 
tions are withdrawn from public no- 
tice. 

All of the past week was taken up 
by the power company in an effort to 
justify its appraisal, which has been 
described by commission witnesses as 
containing ‘‘substantial errors.” Percy 
H. Wilson, who supervised prepara- 
tion of the appraisal for Edward J. 
Cheney, appraisal engineers, “broke 
down” each account in the two-vol- 
ume document. He explained to the 
commission how his engineers investi- 
gated each piece of property, how 
they obtained prices from the manu- 
facturers, and how they calculated 
costs of installation. 

Testimony Attacked. 

His testimony was attacked. al- 
though he was not on cross-examina- 
tion, by Irvine IF. Belser, commission 
counsel, because of certain “direct ex- 
pense additions” to actual basic costs. 
These additions include charges for 
purchasing, supervision, hauling, 
storage, contractor’s compensation, 
and other items which Mr. Wilson 
said were “indispensable” in con- 
structing a property such as that of 
the Broad River Power Company. 

The witness was on the stand, un- 
der direct examination, when the 
hearing adjourned for the week-end. 
J. B. S. Lyles, company attorney, in- 
dicated that Mr. Wilson’s testimony 
would occupy several days of the 
coming week.

Five Years Liberated. 


ROME, Nov. 6.—(#)—Publication 
today of Italy’s long-awaited amnesty, 
which Premier Mussolini described as 
“most liberal of all preceding amnes- 
ties,” revealed it applies to thousands 
of prisoners other than political ones 
and holds out a shadow of hope of 
pardon for fugitives in foreign coun- 
tries. 

The main feature of the decree, 
signed last night by King Victor 
Emanuel, is that all prisoners serv- 


ing terms of less than five years are 
freed. It is estimated this will apply 
to more than 5,000 persons. 

Repeating offenders and fugitives in 
other countries are excluded excepting’ 
those of the latter group who surren- 
der to authorities within four months. 

Three years are deducted from seu- 
tences of from fivé to ten years and 
five years from Sentences exceeding 
ten years. 

All offenders against tax laws are 
pardoned but must pay delinquent 
taxes before next January 31. Offend- 
ers against compulsory military serv- 
ice also are pardoned providing they 
present themselves to authorities with- 
in four months.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(4)— 
Curtailment of veterans’ benefits by 
at least $400,000,000 as the major 
point of a federal economy program 
designed to cut expenses an aggre- 
gate of $800,000,000 was proposed to- 
night by a special committee of the 
United States. Chamber of Commerce. 

Expressing opposition to a full cash 
bonus. before maturity and asserting 
the cut could be effected without dis- 
turbing “liberal provisions for veter- 
ans” with service-connected disabili- 
ties and their families, the committee’s 
report warned .if the present rate Is 
continued veterans’ relief will equal, 
if not surpass, the American cost of 
the World War. 

“By 1950,” it said, “veterans relief 
will reach a peak of $4,500,000,000 
per year if the present trend of leg- 
islation and interpretation is fol- 
lowed.” 

Copies of the report, prepared by 
a committee headed by Matthew S. 
Sloan, of New York, have been sent to

Intangibles Tax Amendhnent 
Flayed by Talmadge and Key 


As Governor-designate Eugene Tal- 
madge Sunday night flayed the pro- 


posed constitutional amendment pro- 
viding “in substance” for exemption 
of intangibles except for nominal tax- 
ation solely by the state, Mayor James 
L. Key, of Atlanta, a leader in the 
fight to kill the proposal, joined in 
sharp criticism of the “misleading ef- 
fort of special interests to protect 
themselves at the expense of the pub- 
lic generally.” 
Talmadge’s address was made over 


WGST and was relayed to the voters 
of the state through local stations at 
Athens, Rome, Augusta, Savannah, 
Macon, Columbus and Thomaston. He 
urged voters of Georgia to kill the 
proposal and to adopt provisions to 
put teeth into present laws to relieve 
the holders of tangible and visible 
properties. 

Key again attacked the amendment 
as misleading and as an effort to con- 
fuse the voter. 

“The caption of this bill provides 
for exemption of forest lands, a laud- 
able idea; it provides for a reduc- 
tion of ad valoreum taxes, another 
thing which should be done; it is 
billed as a classification of intangi- 
bles, a thing to which the people of 
Georgia would subscribe,” Key said. 
“But the actual bill, the text of the 
bill itself does not provide for any 
of these things. There never was 
presented to the people of the state 
by any legislature a more misleading 
measure. 

“This is not a classification of in- 
tangibles. It is an exemption. The 
measure provides that the tax on in- 


tangibles shall not exceed five mills, 
and that levy shall be made solely 
and exclusively by the state. Here- 
tofore, cities and counties have levied 
five mills each of intangibles, but un- 
der this constitutional amendment 
such levies would be illegal in the fu- 
ture. If that is not tax exemption, 
what in the name of all that is_rea- 
sonable is it? 

“IT had hoped that the special in- 
terests themselves would come out and 
say they are patriotic enough not to 
want to thrust such a measure down 
the throats of Georgians. They are 
my friends, but they have failed to 
exhibit the civic and state pride I had 
hoped they would have. 

“If this measure in passed it will 
mean the tivancial bankruptcy of the 
city of Atlanta, the county of Fulton 
and of every other city, county and 
school district of the state. We will 
be unable to run our schools, to edu- 
cate our children. It will cost local 
governments much more than the paid 
propagandists of the bill would lead 
voters of Georgia to believe. All fran- 
chise taxes in the future will revert 
to the state under the provisions of 
this amendment. Can any community 
in Georgia stand to lose such a large 
part of its revenue at this time? I 
think not. I know we can not. 

‘Never in the history of the state 
has such a misrepresentation been of- 
fered to the voters, and never before 
huve the powerful intangible interests 
stood more quietly by and worked so 
hard for any measure. This bill is 
not for the best interests of the people 
of Georgia.”

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


JUST ONE OR TWO DRINKS. 

Every little while we hear of some 
culprit pleading that he or she was 
not intoxicated but merely had taken 
one or two drinks. Just where our 
comical ‘American jurisprudence draws 
the line between sobriety and intoxi- 
cation is a mystery. Scientifically it 
has been proved that “‘just one or two 
little drinks” of alcoholic beverage or 
liquor will slow anybody's reaction 
time down two or three-fifths of a 
‘second, and if the intent of the law 
is to give justice to all the drinker 


the accidents which may occur due to 
this failure on his or her part to take 
reasonable precautions for safety. 


The effect of the alcohol in one or 
two little drinks is quite definite. The 
pulse rate or heart beat increases sev- 
eral beats to the minute, but this is 
not “stimulation,’ as was formerly 
supposed. The arterial pressure is in- 
variably lowered and the fast pulse is 


'a weaker pulse. 


The individual has a 


sensation of greater warmth or of 


flushing of the skin. But this is not 
stimulation either; it is merely the 
effect of relaxation or dilation of the 
arterioles of the surface, which per- 
mits the warm blood from the vital 
organs and the internal circulation to 
rush to the surface and to remain 
there too long. The internal body 
temperature is invariably lowered. It 
is for this reason that arctic explorers 
and others who must endure extreme 
cold avoid alcohol in any form. If a 
drink or two “warms you up” it does 
so at the expense of your vital body 
heat which is dissipated by the sur- 
face stagnation. 

Boozers who boast they can take it 
or let it alone commonly argue that 
a good drink gives a person a sense 
of wll being and greater strength. 
But put the person in a race or in 
any sort of contest or test of strength 
or endurance and this sense of well 
being and refreshment proves to be 
merely the dulling efféct of the nar- 
cotic on the higher cerebral perception 
of fatigue. Everybody knows that a 
drunken person is weak and incom- 
petent in every respect though he gen- 
erally feels am. believes he is stronger 
and more capable. The same thing ap- 
plies, though more subtly, to the state 
of th man or woman who has taken 
just one little drink. 

The courage, confidence, geniality 
and loquacity that come to the timid, 
cold or retiring person who resorts 
to a little drink or two when there is 
any occasion to be met, are likewise 
due to benumbing of the higher brain 
centers so that the intoxicated one is 
for the time being not so well aware 
of his own limitations. He or she be- 
comes less concerned about making a 
show of himself. The normal self- 
control gives way, judgment is not so 
keen, and a lighter restraint is kept 
on lower instincts or impulses. 

It is necessary to take into consid- 
eration this deceptive effect of alcohol 
whenever one quarrels over the wet 
and dry issue. If the individual who 
favors “light wine and beer” has had 
a drink or two within an hour or 
two, it is just as well to change to the 
prospect of getting over the depression.

Steel, Textile, Power and 


Shoe Industries Record 
- Further Improvement.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(#)—De- 
spite the repressive influence of sag- 
ging commodity prices, business ac- 
tivity, as measured by the statistics 
of the past week, has been well main- 
tained, and further gains have not 
been lacking. 

The seasonal tapering off in va- 
rious lines, which is expected after 
October, appeared rather definitely in 
the movement of revenue freight, as 
reported for the week ended October 
29. This period

around the first of October, appears 
to have been touched in the week 
ended October 15. ‘The decline for 
the last week of the month was close 
to the average recession for that pe- 


riod. ° | 
The improvement in the steel indus- 


try are to have been carried well 
into November, and as yet there has 
been ‘no indication of a seasonal let- 
down in that basic line. Production 
continues at about 20 per cent of ca- 
pacity, or around the best level since 
' June. The cut in rail prices has not 
yet prompted any important 
from the carriers, but there has been 
slight, if semewhat disappointing, in- 
creases in automotive requirements, as 
the motor makers start production on 
their 1933 models. 


Power Output Gains. 

The trend of electric power produc- 
tion, which is now regarded as one 
of the principal barometers of busi- 
ness, continues satisfactory. As re- 
ported for the latest week, the gain 
was only about 5,000,000 kilowatt 
hours, “but this was fully up to the 
seasonal expectation. Dark, stormy 
weather over much of the country, 
may have been in part responsible for 
recent gains in the use of electric 
eurrent, but at any rate the diver- 
gence from 1931 has been reduced 
to little more than 7 per cent.

COTTON BRACES ON 


FUE OF ELECTION 


Better- Support Causes 
Rally From Low; Crop 
Guess Wednesday. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 6—(P)— 
While dullness prevailed in the cot- 
ton market during the early days of 
the week, there was considerable ac- 
tivity during the two closing days. 
Liquidation in advance of the presi- 
dential election and the government 
report to be issued next Wednesday 
caused prices to ease off during the 
first half of the period, bringing De- 
cember contracts below the 6-cent lere!] 
to 5.97 but the last days of the week 
developed rather active trade and in- 
vestment buying under the impression 
that the declines which had taken 
place fully discounted all unfavorable 
possible developments and that cotton 
around 6 cents was decidedly cheap, 

The recovery from the low points 
of Thursday morning amounted to 
more than 80 points, or over $1.50 
a bale. This recovery raised the price 
level more than 20 points, or a little 
over $1 a bale above the close of the 
previous week. This rally was ac- 
companied by good trade buying and 
price fixing as well as considerable 
investment buying. 

Develops Healthier Tone. 

While the market has been more 
or less influenced by the fluctuations 
in stocks and grain, cotton appears to 
have developed stout resistance to all 
extraneous influences resulting in a 
decidedly healthier tone near the end 
of the week. The government is ex- 
pected to show some increase in its es- 
timate over that issued a month ago, 
but the impression prevails that the 
increase will be unimportant and that 
after the report is out of the way the 
market will improve. 

The demand for spot cotton in 
southern markets continued active al! 
through the past week. There has 
been a good demand for supplies both 
from domestic mills and from export- 
ers and large spot interests are also 
credited with continuing to absorb 
large amounts of the desirable grades. 

Exports Show Increase. 

Exports for the week were liberal 
and slightly in excess. of the corre- 
sponding week last year. The large 
clearances represented end of October 
commitments.

SHOWS QUET TREND 


_NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—As we an- 
ticipated, this has been another quiet 
week with sales about in line with 
those of last week. There has been 
some further easing in prices of grey 
goods; print cloths were off another 
1-8 cent and as a result a little busi- 
ness was stimulated. While many 
mills are not interested in selling at 
today’s prices there has been sufficient 
pressure to keep the market unsettled, 
and it seems futile to keep forcing 
goods on market when so little can 
be accomplished in the way of stimu- 
lating volume. The same situation 
that applies to print cloths can be ap- 
plied to most constructions of carded 
broadcloths; there has been some bid- 
ding at concessions for narrow sheet- 
ings but apparently the market on 
these constructions is holding a little 
better than broadcloths and print 
cloths. Colored goods generally have 
been quiet, with the exception of flan- 
nels and cotton suitings on which 
some business has been placed. On 
household goods, such as towels, sheets 
and pillowcases, etc., there has been 
very little activity which is natural 
at this time of the year. 

Sales for the last few weeks have 
been below production and buyers are 
hesitating to purchase any goods ex- 
cept for immediate needs, unless on 
certain specialities on which they are 
compelled to place orders for forward 
shipment. The fear of over-produc- 
tion is prevalent in the market; how- 
ever, ifproduction is curtailed, and 
we believe that many manufacturers 
will do so rather than continue to sell 
their products below replacements cost, 
the outlook would change materially. 
The possibilities are still good for a 
large volume of spring business which 
will undoubtedly be placed when 
prices become sufficiently firm to re- 
establish confidence in buying. 

The political campaign has played 
an important part in business during 
the past:month as politics generally 
has been™ the topic of absorbing in- 
terest. The partisan feeling has been 
on the increase and discussions of the 
depression and its causes as well as 
remedies have been disturbing to the 
merchant. However, this important 
issue will be settled next week.
